SCORES KILLED ANO WOUNOEC 


President Wilson ordered six com­ 
panies of United States regulars to 
proceed at once to Trinidad, Colo., to 
quell the labor troubles. 


Formal announcement to this effect 
was made after several conferences 
between President Wilson and Secre­ 
tary of War Garrison.

House officials stated that 
the president had acted because all

Boer* Have to Have Floors Peculiarly 


Constructed to Resist the 


Ravages of Ants. 


A floor flmeared with blood! 
A 


peaceful home whero the haus frau 
nit* and patiently damn her man'a 
socks or croona a quaint lullaby <ut her 
(substantially shod foot rockn the cra- 
dle to and fro. One can hardly con- 
ceive of Buch a condition of things. 
But they are BO, not In one homo, but 
in hundreds of quiet, peace-loving, law- 
abiding homes. 


The homes are in South Africa, in 


the Transvaal, the land of the Boer 
farmer, the Kafirs and—here IB the 
cause of the tale—the ant, the big va- 
riety of ant that Is not content to use 
his or her nippers on people, but that 
persists in eating the wooden floors ao 
well. 
These Insects would eat the 


wooden floors if there were any wood- 
en floors to be demolished. 


Knowing that nothing made of wood 


•will withstand the ravages of the ants, 
tbe Boer farmer puts a unique founda- 
tion under his residence. He has the 
Kafirs haul many loads of yellowish 
brown clay, known as "geelklei," and a 
few dozen of the Kafirs tramp it into 
fine duet, which they mix with water 
and work up into the consistency of 
dough ready for the oven. 


It is then thrown Into the Inclosure 


made by the foundation 
walls and 


again trodden by tbe black men until 
It is as solid as a piece of stone. When 
this mass has thoroughly dried and 
the surface has been smoothed off, it 
is smeared over with a thick coating 
of fresh ox blood, which Is allowed to 
dry for two or three days. It is then 
in condition for polishing. 


Again the natives set to work, and 


no piano receives a more brilliant pol- 
ish than these bloody floors get with 
the bare palms of the Kaffirs. 
The 


intermingling of the deep red of the 
ox blood and the pigment of the clay 
forms a mahogany red, rich and beau- 
tiful, and of a brilliancy of polish that 
is wonderfully artistic when set off by 
the skins of such animals as the tiger, 
leopard and native lion. 


Unless the visitor to the Boer home 


is informed beforehand of the way the 
floors are made, no idea of the sub- 
stance composing them would be con- 
veyed by the appearance of the fin- 
ished 
product, which, after being 


treated with a certain, kind of varnish, 
is thoroughly waterproof, and insect 
proof.

The problem with which ho was 
wrestling was the 
same one with 
which he was contending In 1907-1908 
—that 14, how to decrease expenses 
and Increase dividends; but the solu­ 
tion seemed as far away as ever. 


The buzzer on his desk Informed 
him that some one desired an Inter­ 
view. 
He touched a button which 
raised a curtain in a room three sto­ 
ries below, and exposed to the gaze 
of the caller seated therein a sign 
which read: 
"Name and

The caller crossed the room and 
spoke in the transmitter of the phono- 
print, a recent Invention, connected by 
wire with the recordograph on the 
president’s desk. 


The recordograph contains a com­

Quickly he pressed another 
button, which uncovered the sign, “Re­ 
quest granted," whereupon the special­ 
ist entered the pneumatic elevator and 
was whtsked up to the magnate's pri­ 
vate office. 


There he was cordially received, 
and proceeded immediately to busi­ 
ness. 


“My errand here,” said he, “is to 
unfold to you, by the aid of this model, 
a railroad expense reduction scheme 
which I believe ia to revolutionize the 
railroad systems of the world—that is, 
unless, of course, one of America's 
foremost roads should purchase the 
exclusive right to use It." 


After waiting a moment to assure 
himself that the great railroad presi­ 
dent had fully comprehended the “ex­ 
clusive right” hint, he continued:

The scheme looks good, so 
far.

“About how much is the aggregate 
weekly salary of your train crews at 
the present time?” asked the expense 
reduction specialist. 


Tho president communicated with 
the accounting department and found 
the figures <0 be $9,899.98. 


“How much do you pay your office- 
boy?” inquired tho special. 


“Since his last increase, f 2 25 pef 
week,” replied the president. 


“Then,” said the specialist, “you 
Would save in salaries just $9,897.73 
per week, tho difference between his 
weekly stipend and the train crew’ 
pay roll. 13y reducing tho boy's salary 
two cents, yoti W'ould effect a saving 
of oxaotly $9,891 75 per week. And you 
also do away with your coal bills, be­ 
cause, as above stated, the storage 
battery current is generated by tb* 
motion of (ho atra.” 


"Great! 
Great!” euld the president. 
“Jiut It is not clear to me how you 
propose to get rid of the (rain crews ” 
“It is easily explained,” answered 
tho specialist.

“We start the train at this station, 
and wo know that at preclsoly 8:15 It 
will be at Lenox; therefore, at that 
moment we pull the switch, cutting off 
the current, and the train Is at a 
standstill In front of the Lenox sta< 
tton.

away goes the train on Its Journey, to 
be stopped at the proper moment at 
the next station, and so on to* the end 
of the lino.

“The starting and stopping Is all 
done by the office boy In the dispatch­ 
ing room, and he will be able to handle 
any number of trains by simply con­ 
sulting the schedule/' 


“Immense I” 
cried 
the 
president. 
“But I see a drawback, 
What la to 
prevent a person from purchasing a 
ticket for the next station and riding 
to the end of tho road?M 


“Such 
possibilities 
of dishonesty 
have been anticipated,” replied tho 
specialist. 
“In these cars a certain 
number of seats are set apart for each 
station and are duly labeled. The sta­ 
tion agent sees to it that tho passen­ 
gers occupy seats labeled to corre­ 
spond with their tickets, then he takes 
the tickets, locks the doors, and tho 
train starts. 


“An automatic arrangement, anoth­ 
er Invention of mine, sets in motion a 
phonograph when the train is within a 
half-mile of a station, and until that 
station is reached the phonograph an­ 
nounces its name many times, so there 
is no possibility of passengers not 
realizing when they have reached their 
destination. 


“But, to make doubly sure that none 
ride by, another of my simple but ef­ 
fective inventions sets In motion a 
small pneumatic Jack-screw under the 
inner end of each seat, and at the 
same time opens the doors in the side 
of the car. The screw slowly lifts the 
seat and gently slides the passengers 
out of the car and onto the station 
platform. 


“They then go to the baggage com­ 
partment and get their baggage. This 
they will positively do, as they know 
that if’they don't it will be carried on 
by the train.” 
, 


“I am convinced,” said the presi­ 
dent, who forthwith called a meeting 
of the directors of the road, and, as a 
result of their deliberations, the ex­ 
pense reduction specialist was in­ 
structed to equip the road with his in­ 
ventions, he to have half the saving in 
expense during the first year. 


J. Greathead Thinklst immediately 
began work, and in due time the line 
was equipped, all train crews were 
discharged, and the office boy given 
a few brief directions for the operation 
of the apparatus. 


The first train that started from 
Pittsfield was stopped at Lenox by 
the boy, precisely as the specialist 
said it would be, started again In ac­ 
cordance with expectations, and pro­ 
ceeded down the line and back on per­ 
fect schedule. 


Great was the pleasure and satis­ 
faction of the president and directors 
when they saw the new scheme put in 
successful operation. 
They 
refused 
the office boy's request for a 25-cent 
Increase In salary, and turned their 
attention to the obtaining of legisla­ 
tion more favorable to their interests, 
and hoped for a large increase in the 
selling price of the stock. 


Other roads, which continued the 
old-fashioned ^nd wasteful methods of 
operating their trains, were green with 
envy.

TOAD A VALUABLE SERVANT 


rs Hava to Hsve Floors Peculiarly 
Constructed to Resist the 
ftavs0*e of Ants, 


A floor smeared with blood t 
A 
peaceful homo where tho haus frau 
alts and patiently darns her man's 
socks or croons a quaint lullaby as her 
substantially shod foot rocks tho era« 
die to and fro. 
One can hardly con­ 
ceive of such a condition of things. 
Hut they are *0 , not In one home, but 
In hundreds of quiet, peace-loving, law» 
abiding homes. 


The homes are In Houth Africa, In 
tho Transvaal, the land of tho Hoer 
farmer, the Kafirs and—here Is the 
cause of the tale—tho ant, the big va- 
rlety of snt that Is not content to uso 
his or her nippers on people, but that 
persists in eating tho wooden floors an 
well. 
These Insects would cat th4 
wooden floors If there were any wood­ 
en floors to bo demolished. 


Knowing that nothing made of wood 
will withstand tho ravages of tho ants, 
tho Boer farmer puts a unique founda* 
tlon under his residence. 
He has the 
Kafirs haul many loads of yellowish 
brown clay, known as “geelklci," and a 
few dozen of the Kafirs tramp It Into 
fine dust, which they mix with water 
and work up into the consistency of 
dough ready for the oven. 


It Is then thrown Into the Incloauro 
made by the foundation 
walls and 
again trodden by the black men until 
It Is as solid as a piece of stone. When 
this mass has thoroughly dried and 
tho surfaco has been smoothed off, it 
Is smeared over with a thick coating 
of fresh ox blood, which Is allowed to 
dry for two or three days. It is then 
in condition for polishing. 


Again the natives set to work, and 
no piano receives a more brilliant pol­ 
ish than theso bloody floors get with 
the bare palms of the Kaffirs. 
The 
Intermingling of the deep red of the 
ox blood and the pigment of the clay 
forms a mahogany red, rich and beau­ 
tiful, and of a brilliancy of polish that 
is wonderfully artistic when set off by 
the skins of such animals as the tiger, 
leopard and native lion. 


Unless the visitor to the Boer homo 
is informed beforehand of the way tho 
floors are made, no idea of the sub­ 
stance composing them would be con­ 
veyed by the appearance of the fin­ 
ished 
product, 
which, 
after 
being 
treated with a certain kind of varnish, 
is thoroughly waterproof, and insect 
proof.

The toad is pos­ 
sessed of a timid and retiring nature, 
loving dark corners and shady places, 
hut under kind treatment becoming 
(juito tame.

Many Instances might be cited of r 
pet toads remaining several years in 
a family and doing most valuable 
service with no other compensation , 
than that of immunity from persecu­ 
tion. 


In Europe toads are carried to the * 
cities to market and are purchased by ! 
the horticulturlsts, who by their aid 1 
are enabled to keep in check tho mul* 
tlplJcation of the insect tribes which 
prey upon their fruits, flowers, etc.

SEASONABLE HINTS. 


Native greens begin with the dande- 


lion, and the dock and mustard soon 
follow. 
The tops of beets, pepper 


grass, which muy be early aown, and 
the leaves of horseradish all make 
most effective brooms of the blood. 
Sorrel of both kinds are always au 
addition to a lettuce salad and water 
cress is an ideal spring green. Greens 
of all kinds are far better than beef 
Iron and wine for a spring tonic. 


Carrot Soup.—Wash young carrots, 


scrape them, cut in pieces and cook 
until tender, mash and put through a 
sieve; to two cups of the carrot pulp 
add a quart of milk. 
Mix together 


two tablespoonfuls each of flour and 
butter, season with salt and red pep- 
per, mix all together and when very 
hot serve. A little onion juice is an 
Improvement. 


Oyster Loaves.—Use a small roll for 


each person and five oysters. Cut off 
the tops of the rolls, scoop out the 
Inside, brush with butter inside and 
out «ji<4 jmt Jnto a hot oven to brown. 
Drain the oysters from their liquor, 
scald the liquor and add the oysters 
to the boiling hot liquor. When the 
edges begin to raffle remove them, 
season with salt, pepper and butter 
and a tablespoonful of cream for each 
roll. Fill the shells with the oysters 
and serve hot, at once. Crab meat is 
put up nowadays so that the flavor 
is very delicate and the miner in the 
far off camp may as easily favor his 
appetite with the delicacy as the epi- 
cure in the high-priced hotel. 


Surprise Snowballs.—Peel five even- 


sized apples after coring with the 
corer. Into one end put sugar, a little 
nutmeg and butter and close the other 
side in the same way. Place a half 
cupful of boiled rice on a small pud- 
ding cloth, spread it and wrap the ap- 
ple in it, tie and when the five are 
ready drop into boiling water and 'cook 
'for three-quarters of.an hour or until 
the apple is cooked. 
Take off the 


cloths carefully and drop a spoonful 
of currant jelly on each and serve 
with sweetened cream. This makes a 
most .wholesome dessert for children.

remove the moisture, but do not break 
them. Add melted butter, salt and a 
bit of chopped onion, toss up and' serve 
well seasoned with salt and red p'ep» 
per. 


Broiled Salt Mackerel—There is no 


fish that is more delicious than mack- 
erel if it is nicely prepared. Salt mack- 
erel must be soaked some time to be 
fresh enough to be palatable. Soak It 
skin side up, and at least 24 hours if 
it is a large fish. Drain and wipe and 
lay on a well greased broiler. Broil 
and serve with melted butter and 
lemon or pour hot cream over it on 
th« platter. 


Broiled Hamburg Steak—This is a 


most 
appetizing 
dish when 
well 


cooked. Pat the meat into a fiat loaf, 
having it of even thickness. Place on 
a well greased double broiler with 
wires close together. Turn often as in 
broiling any steak and when well 
browned place on the platter with a 
little butter and chopped parsley for 
a sauce. 


Fastidious Salad—Chop two slices of 


pineapple, cut an orange and a banana 
into small pieces, shred a green pep- 
per, cut in half a cup of white grapes, 
removing the seeds, place these all in 
a bowl and add 2 or 3 slices of firm to- 
mato, then chill and serve on lettuce 
with a French dressing, or wilh a may- 
onnaise to which whipped cream has 
been added.

Waahinjfton.—The agitation in cpn- 


greu* tor the passage of a resolution 
submitting to thr states an equal suf- 
frage amendment to the federal consti- 
tution has directed attention to tbe 
inahy attempts that are being made to 
change or supplement the fundamental 
law of the laud. Every now and then, 
a resolution of this character "Is drop- 
ped Into the hopper in congress, but It 
is not until the entire batch Is collected 
and laid out in review that one is Im- 
pressed with their real significance. 


There hare been periods of unrest 


' and agitation before, but never has 


such a variety of changes been pro- 
posed to congress as now. 
Many offi- 


cials in Washington even would bo 
surprised to learn that there are forty 
resolutions pending before congress 
, providing for changes in the federal 


constitution. 


The amenders.want to change almost 


everything—the executive, legislative 
and judicial departments of the gov- 
ernment—and they want to write into 
the fundamental law also a good many 
things that cannot be interfered with 
by/any jpjiirt of the government They 
want to settle things for all time, and 
the. strange feature is that many of the 
proposed changes were considered by 
the fathers and rejected as out of har- 
mony with the scheme of government 
whichi :$hey were seeking to establish. 


Of all the propositions of this charac- 


ter now before congress that of Repre- 
sentative Doolittle of Kansas Is prob- 
ably 'tne most unique. He proposes to 
amend article 5 of the federal constitu- 
t i o n . • " " . " ' 


He has a method for the recall of ju- 


dicial decisions by referendum to th» 
state legislatures and not to the peo- 
ple. Sir. Doolittle Is a Democrat and a 
direct "descendant of the first colonial 
governor of Virginia. 


Representative Lafferty. Democrat 


frojh Oregon, .suggests an amendment, 
by whicffTprdpbsM:amendments to the' 
constitution may be submitted to the 
states by a majority vote of the two, 
houses of congress and be ratified by 
two-thirds of the states. 


Representative Hairdwick of Georgia 


proposes the repeal of the fifteenth 
amendment and all after the first sen- 
tence in the fourteenth amendment, so 
that all he would have remain of those 
two celebrated amendments would be 
the declaration that "all persons born 
or naturalized in tbe United States and 
subject to the jurisdiction thereof are 
citizens of the United States and the 
state whei-ein they reside." 


Another group of proposed constitu- 


tional amendments is directed at the 
courts. Representative Cullop, Demo- 
crat, from Indiana, proposes that all 
judges of tbe supreme court of the 
United States shall be elected at a 
presidential election, four of whom 
shall serve for four years and five for 
eight years. After that first election 
the term of the judges shall be eight 
years. 
Tin- oo:irt shall elect a chief 


justice, clerk and marshal, and their 
terms shall be four years. 


Representative Hull of Tennessee 


proposes to amend the constitution and 
give congrois |,:nver to abolish any in- 
ferior court of the United States and 
to remove any judges of such courts 
by two-thirds vote of both houses. 


Representative Raker of California. 


Democrat, proposes an amendment that 
the judicial power of the United States 
shall not be construed to extend to any 
suit in law or equity commenced or 
prosecuted against any state by citi- 
zens of another state or by citizens or 
subjects of a foreign state or by reason 
of the citizenship of any corporation. 


Mr. Raker wants to keep the Japa- 


nese question out of the United States 
courts and leave that whole question 
to California. 


Representative Nelson of Wisconsin, 


Republican, wants an amendment giv- 
ing congress the power to define, pre- 
vent and suppress monopolies, com-, 
blnations and agreements in restraint 
of trade. 


Representative Edmonds, a Repub- 


lican from Philadelphia, suggests that 
Congress be empowered to establish 
uniform laws of marriage and divorce 
and provide penalties for violation of 
the same. 


Representative Peters. ;i Democrat 


of Massachusetts, proposes to give con- 
gress the"power to regulate Che busi- 
ness or commerce of insurance through- 
out the United States and its terri- 
tories and possessions 


Representative Henry, a Democrat 


from Texas, proposes an amendment to 
change the date of inauguration of tin- 
president to the last Thursday in April 
and the date for the assembling of con 
gress to the second Tuesday in Jan- 
uary. 


Prohibition is the subject of an- 


other group of amendments. Senator 
Works of California proposes to pro- 
hibit In the United States the sale, 
manufacture and importation of dis- 
tilled liquors containing alcohol except 
for mechanical, scientific and medicinal 
purposes.

Ordaining, laying but, adopting and open- 


ing a public alley in the Borough of 
New Oxford, County of Adams and 
State of PennsylvaniaSto :be known as 
"Wehler Alley". '-73-'"-.; 
SECTION 1 Be it enacted .and ordained 


by the Burgess and Town Council of the 
Borough of New Oxford, County of Ad- 
ams and State of Pennsylvania and it is

Washington.—The agitation in con* 
frqps for tho pa«mfe of a resolution 
ratrinttttng 'to thé state« an equal suf­ 
frage amendment to the federal const!* 
tutlon has directed attention to tho 
tnauy attempts that are being made to 
«tang* or supplement the fundamental 
law of the laud. 
Every now and then 
a resolution of this character 1s drop* 
ped Into the hopper in congress, but It 
Is not until the entire batch is collected 
and laid out in review that one Is im­ 
pressed with their real significance. 


There have been periods of unrest 
and agitation before, but never has 
such a variety of changes been pro­ 
posed to congress a s now. 
Many offi­ 
cials In Washington even would be 
surprised to learn that there are forty 
resolutions pending before congress 
% providing for changes in the federal 
constitution. 


The amendera.want to change almost 
everything—the executive, legislative 
and judicial departments of the gov* 
emment—and they want to write into 
the fundamental law also a good many 
things that cannot be interfered with 
by any part of the government. They 
want to settle things for all time, and 
the strange feature is that many of the 
proposed changes were considered by 
the fathers and rejected as out of har* 
mony with the scheme of government 
which they were seeking to establish. 


Of all the propositions of this charac­ 
ter now before congress that of Repre­ 
sentative Doolittle of Kansas is prob­ 
ably the most unique. He proposes to 
amend article 5 of the federal constitu­ 
tion. 


He has a method for the recall of ju­ 
dicial decisions by referendum to th* 
state legislatures and not to the peo­ 
ple. Mr. Doolittle Is a Democrat and a 
direct descendant of the first colonial 
governor of Virginia. 


Representative Lafferty. Democrat, 
from Oregon, suggests an amendment 
by which proposed amendments to the 
constitution may be submitted to the 
states by a majority vote of the two 
houses of congress and be ratified by 
two-thirds of the states. 


Representative Hardwick of Georgia 
proposes the repeal of the fifteenth 
amendment and all after the first sen­ 
tence in the fourteenth amendment, so 
that all he would have remain of those 
two celebrated amendments would be 
the declaration that “all persons born 
or naturalized in the United States and 
subject to the jurisdiction thereof are 
citizens of the United States and the 
state wherein they reside.1' 


Another group of proposed constitu­ 
tional amendments is directed at the 
courts. 
Representative Cullop, Demo­ 
crat. from Indiana, proposes that all 
judges of the supreme court of the 
United States shall be elected at a 
presidential election, four of whom 
shall serve for four years and five for 
eight years. 
After that first election 
the terra of the Judges shall be eight 
years. 
Tin» court ‘«hall elect a chief 
justice, clerk and marshal, and their 
terms shall be four years. 


Representative Hull of Tennessee 
proposes to amend the constitution and 
give congrers |> >wer to abolish any in­ 
ferior court olr the United States and 
to remove any judges of such courts 
by two-thirds vote of both houses. 


Representative Raker of California, 
Democrat, proposes an aineudment that 
the judicial power of the United States 
shall nut be construed to extend to any 
suit in law or equity commenced or 
prosecuted against any state by citi­ 
zens of another state or by citizens or 
subjects of a foreign state or by reason 
of the citizenship of any corporation. 


Mr. Raker wants to keep the Japa­ 
nese question out of the United States 
courts and leave that whole question 
to California. 


Representative Nelson of Wisconsin, 
Republican, wants an amendment giv­ 
ing congress the power to deline, pre­ 
vent and suppress monopolies, com-« 
binations and agreements in restraint 
of trade. 


Representative Edmond s. a Repub­ 
lican from Philadelphia, suggests that 
Congress be empowered to establish 
uniform laws of marriage and divorce 
and provide penalties fur violation of 
the same. 


Representative Peters, a Democrat 
of Massachusetts, propuses to give con­ 
gress the power to regulate the busi­ 
ness or commerce of insurance through­ 
out the United »States and Its terrj 
tories and possessions 
Representative Jieur.v. a Democrat 
from Texas, propose» an amendment to 
change the date of inauguration of the 
president to the last Thursday in April 
and the dute for the assembling of con 
gross to the second Tuesday in Jan­ 
uary. 


Prohibition is the subject of an 
other group of amendments. 
Senator 
Works of California proposes to pro 
iilblt in the United Stales the sale, 
manufacture and importation of dis- 
tfied liquors containing alcohol except 
1er mechanical, scientific and medicinal 
pvrpvtm,

Monastery 
Recently 
Established 


Switzerland Is Said to Create 


a Precedent. 


In 


What is said to be the first Buddhist 


monastery set up In Europe is that 
which not long ago was established 
in the canton of Ticlno. la Switzer- 
land, high above the village of No- 
vaggio. overlooking Lakes Magglore 
and Lugano. H is a curious circum- 
stance that the founder of Buddhism 
in Switzerland should be not nn Ori- 
ental, but a German. A native of 
Wiesbaden, he now boars the name ot 
Klkkhu Nyanatlloka, 


It appears that this devotee decid- 


ed, at an early age. to renounce the 
vanities of the world, and that dur- 
ing the nine years of hla seclusion In 
Coylon he became absorbed In 
the 


study of Buddhism. In time he at- 
tained the rank of a btkkhu, or priest, 
and received the name of Nyanatlloka, 
which means "the man who possesses 
the wisdom of the three worlds." 


This priest was assisted in the or- 


ganization of the monastery In Swit- 
zerland by a German co-religionist, by 
a priest from Burma, and by English 
and Dutch converts. 
Thus five men 


formed the first Buddhist brotherhood 
In Europe. All wear the traditional 
yellow robes of the Buddhist" monks.

would undertake no active propagan- 
da, the Swiss authorities placed no ob- 
stacles In their way.

Recently 
Establlehed

Switzerland la 8ald to Create 
a Précédant. 


What la Bald to be the first Buddhist 
monastery sot up in Europe Is that 
which not long ago was established 
In the canton of Ticino, in 
Switzer* 
land, high above the village of No- 
vagglo, overlooking Lakes Meggloro 
and Lugano. 
It is a curious circum­ 
stance that Hie founder of Buddhism 
in Switzerland should bo not an Ori­ 
ental, but u German. 
A 
native 
of 
Wlesbudon, he now hours tho name of 
Klkkliu Nyunutlloka. 


It appears that this devotee decid­ 
ed, at an early age, to renounce the 
vanities of the world, and that dur­ 
ing tho nine years of his seclusion in 
Ceylon ho becaiuo absorbed iu 
the 
study of Buddhism. 
In time he 
at­ 
tained the rank oi a blkkhu, or priest, 
and received the name of Nyauatiloka, 
which nieana ' the man who poeaeaaea 
Ute wisdom of the tfcree world. if 


This priest was assisted In the oi' 
ganizatlon of the monastery in Swit­ 
zerland by a German co-religionist, by 
a priest from Burma, and by Engliah 
and Dutch converts. 
Thus five men 
formed the first Buddhist brotherhood 
In Europe. 
All wear the traditional 
yellow robes of the Buddhist’ monks. 
Upon* learning that tho 
community 
would undertake no active propagan­ 
da, tho Swiss authorities placed no ob­ 
stacles lu their way«

He said that the attack 
lad been anticipated, but he declined to 
make any denial of any of the accusa- 
ions, stating that he considered jbhis a 
matter for Mr. Brodbeck to handle. 


Mr. Gitt, in his letter, declares that he 


will produce documentary proof that 
Congressman'Brodbeck, while sheriff of 
York county, was guilty of embezzle- 
ment, and that he frequently used his in- 
fluence to defeat Democratic candidates 
:or congress and had accepted money 
rom [Republicans for doing it. 


It is the suggestion of Mr. Gitt that the 


debate he proposes be Held in the Hano- 
ver Opera House within the next 10 days. 
The letter follows: 


Hanover, Pa., May 14, 1914. 


Hon. A. R. Brodbeck, Hanover, Pa. 


Dear Sir:—On April 28, last I was inter- 


viewed by a Gazette reporter, to whom I 
said, amongst other things, that I intend- 
ed to invite you to meet me at a public 
meeting at Hanover to discuss your 
claims, if any, for re-nomination. This 
interview was duly published, and no 
doubt has come to your attention. 


In pursuance of my intentions so ex- 


pressed, I now formally invite you to 
meet me at the opera house, in Han- 
over, upon any evening of the next 10 
days that may be convenient to you, ask- 
ing you to give me notice of not less than 
48 hours of the evening to be selected by 
3'ou, in order that the meeting may be 
duly advertised and the voters have a full 
opportunity to attend. 
^ 


--I wish to assure you and ,the public 
that I do not intend upon that occasion 
to take up for discussion any personal de- 
linquencies of yours, I do not consider it 
proper or worth while in political cam- 
paign to revamp the various charges that 
have been made against you from time to 
time affecting your business integrity, etc. 


My purpose is to discuss at the propos- 


ed meeting, solely, your conduct in pub- 
lic office and in public matters, and so 
that you may not be taken by surprise 
and may have at hand such memoranda 
as may be necessary to refresh your recol- 
lection, and such proof in support of the 
position you may take as it is possible 
to get, I will, in this communication, in- 
dicate the subjects that I will discuss. 


It is certain that the people of this dis- 


trict will not want you to continue to rep- 
resent them in congress if it is true, as 
charged against you generally, that you 
betrayed your trust while you were sher- 
iff of York county, or if it is true that 
when you yourself were not a candidate 
for public office, you asked and received 
from the Republicans money for your in- 
fluence against Democratic nominees for 
congress. In other- words, if you have 
been faithless when in office, and corrupt 
when out of it, your return to congress 
can serve no purpose but deepen the dis- 
grace to the county of your first election.

In thia age of rapid progress, with 


all sorts of new methods and mate- 
rials, many of the old modes are be* 
Ing discarded, and will soon be mere- 
memories, says an exchange. 


Very few of our young people, for in- 


stance, have ever seen the old fash- 
ioned rail fence, which waa once used 
all over this country by thousands 
of farmers. The native foresta were 
abundant, and immense oaks, with 
large, straight trunks that would have 
been excellent for manufacturing what 
is known as quarter-sawed lumber for 
fine furniture, were chopped down and 
split into heavy rails that went to 
make "worm" fences. 


In many sections, especially in Penn- 


sylvania, Ohio, West Virginia and Ken- 
tucky, where the black walnut grew so 
abundantly in the early days of the 
country, the trees were not considered 
of any more value than the ordinary 
forest timber, and they were often 
cut and split into rails which were 
light in weight, but were very durable, 
sometimes being used in rail fence 
construction for the greater part of a 
century. In certain localities some of 
these old walnut rails are to be found 
yet. 
Such tr.ees as were used in mak- 


ing them would bring large sums at 
the present time. One farmer in east- 
ern Ohio recently sold 25 large black 
walnut trees to a dealer in fancy tim- 
ber for $4,300. 


Chestnut is a wood that splits eas- 


ily, and in many localities these trees 
were cut and made into rails. Now 
the chestnut is a valuable timber for 
many uses. 


The old style rail fence, which most 


of our grandparents 
were familiar 


with, was, when properly erected, a 
very substantial structure. 


The rails were 11 feet in length, 


usually being split so as to have tbre,e 
sides. 
The corners were sharp, and 


when properly laid up would make a 
solid fence. Heavy chunks were often 
used at the corners and the fence built 
from eight to ten rails high, laid at an 
angle, one on top of the other. When 
tbe fence was finished, except the top 
rail, stout stakes or rails were set up 
at each bend in the fence, one on 
either side, in such a manner that they 
rested in the angles and crossed to 
hold the top rail, or "rider," as it was 
called. 


In some sections people built what 


was known as the "post and rail" 
fence. The posts were square, or a lit- 
tle broader one way than the other, 
and five or six oblong holes were mor- 
tieed through the portion that stood 
above the ground, and the ends of the 
rails sharpened and the points stuck 
through the posts. 
This method 


enabled the person to build a fairly 
straight fense, and it was possible to 
cultivate more of the land. 


Soon after the new method of build- 


ing a rail fence was tried, the trees 
were eawed into boards, and post and 
board fences were all the rage; but in 
a few more years the factories turned 
out great quantities of wire, and the 
wire fence has taken the place of al- 
most every other form of inclosure. 


During the period when rails were 


extensively used shingles were split 
from short lengths of the straightest- 
grained oak timber, and houses and 
barns were roofed with these. When 
properly put op, such a roof would last 
for more than half a century. 


Now the roofing is nearly all done 


with slate on metal, or some form of 
pulp, woven a>id pressed into sheets 
that are treated with paints of various 
kinds to make them durable. The old- 
fashioned roof has disappeared from 
many sections entirely.

Sleeping Man Killed by Train, 
Struck by a W. M. freight train M he 


lay •looping on the railroad, track* two 
miles Eaut of Gettysburg, Robert Loch- 
bmirn, of Orrtaniin, WHM itiHtantly killed « 
few uiiuuteM before 5 o'clock ou Saturday 
evening. Locbbaum, who wtw about 26 
yenns old, hud appeared »t the W- M, ela- 
tion, Gettysburg, where he aoked tor a 
tieket to Orrtanna, lie H us intoxicated 
fct the time and the agent iefu*ed to sell 
to him. 
When the 3:10 backed up for it* 


trip to Baltimore, Lochbtuin got on and 
a few minutes after the train left Gettys- 
burg Conductor Maurath asked him for 
his ticket. He said he had none but want- 
ed to go to Seven Starn. "You are on the 
wrong train for that", the conductor Bald, 
"I'll put you off at Granite and if you 
wait there you can get the evening train 
home." Lochbauiu was accordingly put 
off tha the train at Granite, but instead of 
waiting for the tram west, he started to 
walk on the track to Gettyaburfe lie h«td 
gone about half the distance when he be- 
came weary and lay down on the tracks 
to sleep. A few minutes before 5 o'clock 
the local freight came around the curve 
and it was impossible to stop the train 
within a short distance. When Engihe- 
man Powell saw the prostrate form of the 
man on the track he put on the brakes 
and blew the whistle, but the man knew 
nothing of his approaching doom. The 
engine passed over him and ae soon as the 
train was stopped Conductor Brown or 
dered the cars parted so that the mangled 
form could be gotten out. He was dead 
when the trainmen reached him, having 
received numerous injuries, any one of 
which would have caused his death. His 
neck was broken, bis chest caved in, his 
skull was broken at several places, one 
arm was off near shoulder, and the other 
was hanging by a few shreds of skin, one 
of his legs was cut off near the hip and a 
portion of the other foot was cut off. Cor- 
oner Woomer, was notified of the acci 
dent. After viewing the body he declar- 
ed no inquest necessary as the cause of 
the man's,death was perfectly apparent 
The body wae taken in charge by Under- 
taker Garlacb and on Sunday afternoon 
the funeral was held at Flohr'e church. 


The dead man was a son of Mr. and 


Mrs Andrew Lochbaum. 
His moth- 


er lived with him, but his father has been 
dead for some time. He leaves his wife, 
who wae Miss Cora Fiseel, a daughter of 
Samuel Fisse), of Orrtanna.

Hi* Life with Revolver. 


Oor uraal quiet borough was thrown 


into a turmoil of excitement on Saturday 
morning when the new« spread quickly 
from hoiwe to houne that Edward Slough, 
a familiar figure about town for tins paot 
18 months, had committed suicide by 
tthooting himself in the head with a £8- 
calibre revolver, in the lumber shod in 
the rear the J H, Duttera warehouse on 
Pitt Htrfcet, The body wa«i found by Chac. 
Sheely, an employee on the coal and lum- 
ber yards. Mr. Bheely, who is almost 
blind, went to the shed with a customer 
by the name of Lillich, to look at ftoiru; 
lumber in the shed and when he opened 
the door to enter the shed he stumbled 
over the man'f body, but unable to eee 
what it was, was informed by Lillich that 
it was the body of a man, and other peo- 
ple in the vicinity were notified and up- 
on their arrival soon discovered it to be 
Edward Slough, dead. 


The unfortunate- toan had been about 


town with his brother, Chas M. Stough, 
during the greater part of the morning up 
until about 8:30 o'clock and left him not 
more than J5 minutes before the body 
wae found, and it is claimed that he could 
not have been in the shed more than 8 or 
10 minutes before his body was discover- 
ed. No person eaw the man enter the 
place, but persona in the vicinity heard 
the report of the revolver, but paid no 
attention to it. 


Mr Stough had keept the revolver in 


his" room at Hotel Oxford, until Friday 
morning when he took it, with several 
books, to the home of his brother, on 
Pitt street, where he left it. However, 
later in the evening be went after it again, 
stating that he felt afraid in his room at 
night, and begged his brother to return it 
to him, 
which the latter finally did. 


There were but two cartridges in the 
weapon. The ball from the revolver en- 
tered the man's head about 1$ inches back 
of the right ear and passed through the 
brain, causing instant death. He evident 
ly was in a standing or sitting position 
when the deed was done, as when the 
shot was fired he pitched forward and 
struck his head upon the lumber, causing 
somewhat of a bruise. He was lying face 
downward and still held the weapon in 
his right hand. Dr. J. L. Sheetz was call- 
ed and pronounce' 1 the man dead. 


An inquest was held by Justice of the 


Peace Straley with the following jury im- 
paneled : John A. Foose, Amos Lough, 
J. H. Plymire, J. I. Miller, J. H. Duttera 
and C. I Bievenour. After hearing the 
testimony they at once pronounced death 
due to suicide. 


For a week or ten days previous, it is 


said by those who had been about the un- 
fortunate man, that it was noticeable that 
his mind seemed to be effected at times, 
but at no time did he make any threats to 
take his life, though he did remark to dif- 
ferent persons that he did not expect to 
live the week out, etc , but no one BUS 
pected that he would take bis own life. 
He also at times had a fear of being re- 
moved to an asylum. 


The body was removed to the under 


taking establishment of W. A Feiser 
where it was prepared for burial and 
where it remained until Sunday noon, 
when it was removed to the home ot his 
brother, from which place the funeral was 
held at 2:30 the same afternoon, interment 
being made in the New Oxford Cemetery, 
Rev. W. A. Kurn officiating 


Edward Stough was a son of Samuel 


and Sarah Quigle Stough, the former now 
deceased, and wae born and reared close 
to Quigle's church, near York 
The pa- 


rents, however, later moved to the York 
Sulphur Springs, which they conducted 
for a number of jears, and while there 
deceased married Miss Elizabeth Welsh, 
near York Springs, and with the entire 
Welsh family moved to Madison, Kansas, 
in 1S70. There Mr. Stough engaged in 
farming and cattle raising and was very 
successful. Eight years ago he sold out 
his Kansas business and settled at San 
Jose, Cal., where he again engaged in the 
same business and at the same time enter- 
ed the real estate business with his two 
eldest sons, and was very prosperous 
Three years ago his wife died and soon 
thereafter he suffered a nervous break- 
down and was a hospital patient for 18 
months. 
On leaving the hospital he start- 


ed East and landed in New Oxford on 
Thanksgiving day, 1912 
Since that date 


he has been boarding atdiffeient places 
about tow n. The unfortunate man was of 
a very quiet and inoffensive disposition, 
yet .veil read and intelligent He is sur 
vived b\ his mother, Mrs. Sarah Stough, 
now nearly !X) years of age, who makes 
her home with Mr. and Mrs Solomon 
Brown, on Carlisle street; four sons and 
two daughters, all residing in California; 
also three brothers and two sisters—Au 
gustus Stough, of near Hunters-town; Lin- 
coln, near Zora; Charles M., driver of R. 
R. No 2, this place; Mis Samuel Jacoby,

SCIENCE OF HOTEL KEEPING 


Swiss Youth May'Be Said to Have 


Revolutionized Methods of the 


European Hostelrles. 


Like many another mighty enter- 


prise tho Uitz-Carlton hotels had a 
modest beginning, and the whole idea 
had Us origination in tho brain of a 
Swiss farmer boy, Cesar R1U, whoso 
father tilled a small holding. Tho son, 
however, had larger ideas. Taking up 
hotel work at tho beginning In a very 
minor capacity, ho developed a most 
wonderful sense of color, form and 
tasto in every respect, and he brought 
tho nrt of hotel keeping In Europe to a 
higher pitch than It had over boon be- 
fore. Indeed ho revolutionized hotel 
keeping In England and France, and 
that revolution has gradually shown 
KB influence all over tho world. Rlti's 
first enterprise was the Rltz hotel In 
Pans, which he started about 1M7. 


The second venture was tho Carlton 
hotel of London, and tho next was 
the Ritz of London. In each of the 
many Rltz hotels already built, build- 
ing, or planned for there 9ls a separ- 
ate local company which has furnish- 
ed the bulk or the whole of the money, 
while the central organization, the 
Carlton Investing company, 
in 
all 


cases holds the common stock and a 
controlling Interest In this way all 
the local companies are made to work 
unitedly and in the Interest of all.

HE wise mother start* early in the 
season to get ready her child's 
clothes for summer. More dresses 


are needed during the hot weather 
than at other seasons, and making 
them in a rush, with beat at hand, in 
moat wearing. The little frocks and 
a coat described may be worn by tho 
small daughter whether her age be 
four or ten. The only difference is 
the amount of material required. 


From two and one-half 
to three 


yards of thirty-six inch material will 
make almost any style given for the 
eight-year-old child. Thus, If 
a 15- 


cent chambray is chosen for a morn- 
ing dress and the trimming Is of a con- 
fasting shade, or white pique, of 
which a half yard will make collar, 
cuffs, and belt, with an allowance of 
15 cents for a pattern and five cents 
for thread a serviceable frock can be 
made for 75 cents. 


Just a word about materials 
Small 


girls wear many of the fabrics de- 
voted previously to their mothers. For 
school use come ginghams, pique, va- 
rious weaves of heavy linens—it pays 
to get a good linen, as the sleazy ones 
wrinkle 
easily—Imported 
Japanese 


crepe eponge, ratine, and many of the 
new cotton crepes. Galatea and kin- 
dergarten cloth are less worn this sea- 
son by girls, save for playtime dresses. 


These heavy materials are almost al 


ways made on straight, plain lines 
many of them one-piece frocks with 
peasant or kimono sleeves, though rag 
land sleeve and long shoulder line la 
also much used. 


For Festive Occasions. 


For dressmg-up occasions are sheer 


mulls, batistes (plain or flowers), 
sprigged dimity, handkerchief linen, 
white or delicate colors, and sheer 
lawns and nainsooks which are always 
worn whatever other materials are m 
vogue 
For a bit heavier frocks some 


mothers like fine voiles or the chil 
dren are even wearing soft finished 
taffetas in white and pastel shades 
This last material is a decided ex 
travagance, as it will not launder. A 
lingerie fabric that is too little known 
is Pans muslin 
This is sheer as or 


gandy, which it closely resembles, bu 
it washes admirably. 


Remember in children's clothes bard 


wear must be considered, so avoid lin 
ens- unless you do not object to con 
slant pressing 
The Japanese crepes 


and other rough weaves that need lit- 
tle if any ironing, are both serviceable 
and sylish. Be sure to have all these 
loose-weave cotton goods, linens, and 
pongees thoroughly shrunken. 
For 


the sheerer material many mothers 
prefer to make them up without 
shrinking, as it destroys some of the 
crisp, new look of the material 
As 


the dress is probably soiled in one 
wearing, we should strongly advise 
shrinking, also setting the color in 
strong salt-water or sugar of lead. 


Long waist lines are popular, espe 


cially for the younger girls. This is 
achieved 
sometimes 
by having 


straight one-piece frock loose from the 
shoulder and held in by various shape( 
belts; again by cutting the frock in 
two pieces, a long blouse and a short 
skirt. Often these skirts are plaited 
but more often are scantily gathered 
or for the older children are gored 
For the heavier goods a plaited skirt 
is better joined to an underwaist by 
buttons and buttonholes 
The blouse 


is then finished with a belt—in middy 
fashion. 


Allowance for Growth. 


Make allowance for growth by hav- 


ing deep hems to the skirt and cut 
ting the blouse long enough to turn 
up—if the material is not too heav> 
By joining the skirt and waist anc 
setting the belt on top the needed 
length for the next year can be se 
cured by ripping the two portions o 
the garment and joining again by sew 
ing the lower edge of the blouse to 
the upper edge of the belt 


Tho one-piece dress hung from th 


shoulder with peasant sleeves is ex 
treraely easy to make, even by thft nqv 
ice. 
Such a model can be developed 


in a variety of ways, so the one pat 
tern will answer for half a dozen dif 
ferent little school frocks. 


When making up the heavy materals 


especially those that fray easily, bind 
the seams with the folded cotton bind 
Ing that can bo bought by the pioc 
or yard, or w Ide cotton tape, can be 
used. Instead of turning in the hem 
which makes for bulk, cover the raw 
edges with the tape or binding and ad 
just to tho outside either by machin 
stitching or by hand hemming. Where 
the child grows rapidly it is wiser to 
hem by hand and always do It In shee 
materials 


For one of the 
morning 
frock 


choose a simple ono-pieco pattern wlti 
the straight kimono sleeves endln) 
Just below the olbow, and the skirt 
falling from the shoulder In scan 
straight linos. Open up the middle o 


the back and finish with Hn ttt«n<wlde 
bias strip as on* finishes • PJM§«t of 
a aklrt. Fasten with bone or'erochefc 
buttons, For the latter large button- 
holes are necessary. In material that 
ravels these should be bound, with, 
linen or cotton binding.

Proper Care of the team. 


There la but one soum, thai, under 


ho arm, In the one-piece sleeve., 
For the sheerer materials make a 
neat French seam, binding the rattues, 
ponge, and heavy Itnen. 
Have at, 


east a five-inch hem at the bottom of 
the skirt. This la turned up when the 
dress has been fitted on the shoulders. 
Cut the neck In a shallow square front 
and back and finish with a narrow 
facing 
Hem the 
bottom 
of 
the 


straight sleeve. 


Another dress cut from this pattern 


may bo opened slightly In the left of 
the middle front from the neck to the 
hem, the back being cut in a straight 
piece. Cut the neck in a shallow V In 
Jront and straight, round in tae back. 
End the sleeves about the elbow, 
cutting in a bias line an inch and a 
half higher on the back of the arm 
than at the crotch of the elbow. Face 
around the neck and down each side 
of the front to the bottom of the skirt 
with an Inch and a quarter wide fa- 
clng 
Allow a half inch for seams. 


Hem the sleeves to the same depth. 


With these two simple models four 


varied dresses can be made. One of 
the square-necked frocks can be do- 
ve-loped m butter colored crash or cot- 
ton crf-pe, with trimmings of Chines* 
blue llnf-c. Cut a shaped band for the 


Two spring frocks for little girls 


eight and ten years old. The frock 
at the left is of linen, with a box- 
plaited blouse and a yoke of colored 
embroidery. It can be laced or not on 
the shoulders. The belt is of the same 
colored embroidery as the yoke. The 
frock at the right is also of linen, the 
peplum bordered both with colored 
linen and with colored embroidery. 
The V-Neck is edged with the colored 
linen and finished with the ends of the 
same linen. 


neck three and a half inches deep in 
the. middle 
front 
and 
back 
and 


slashed to form tabs. The middle one 
is about half the width of the neck- 
opemng and an inch and a quarter 
deep, .then cut out a horizontal- line 
to each side of this center tab, ending 
slightly beyond the width of the neck- 
square, where another vertical slash 
of three-quarters of an inch is "made, 
a horizontal one of an inch, and from 
there the trimming is sloped over the 
shoulder to meet similar cuts at the 
back of the neck. 


Banding and Stitching. 


This banding is cut just the shape 


of the neck, opening at the top and 
joined to it by slip stitching, or la 
basted in a seam with the facing, 
which is later turned and hemmed 
down. 
The bottom Is turned up a 


quarter inch, carefully basted to the 
frock, and stitched by machine or 
slip stitched closely. 


The sleeve is trimmed with simi- 


larly squared bands, the shaped piece 
being an inch wide strip on the In- 
side of the arm coming on the outside 
of the sleeve. 
For the belt cut a 


straight band three Inches wide front 
and back, save under the arms, where 
there is a deep squared tab five inches 
wide and nine or ten Inches deep. 
This peplum shaped belt is placed 
well up under the arms and stitched 
or tacked in place 
Experiment with 


paper until the right shape is had.

jail and Mitchell and Morrison to fines 
of $500 each.

means that Gompers and his collea 
gues will never suffer any crimina 
punishment for their alleged disobe 
dience of the injunction issued by Jus 
ttce Wright, of the supreme court o 
the District of Columbia, aimed at th< 
publication by Gompers in hi? laboi 
magazine, the American Federatlonlst 
of the so-called "unfair list." 


Justice Holmes, who read the decis

Use of Water With Gasoline Means a 


Considerable Saving of Fuel to 


the Auto Owner. 


With the exhaust gas heater some 


orm of regulating valve should be 
used and a few cross partitions in the 
nlet pipe at the point where the heat 
s applied help heat the center of the 
column- of the entering mixture. Gaao-

Kerosene, however, will not stand over 
seventy pounds unless a small quantity* 
of water is taken into the cylinder 
with each charge. The customary man- 
ner of doing this is to employ either 
a separate small carburetor for the 
water or a email valve attached to the 
regular carburetor. In a few engines 
he water is injected directly Into the 
cylinder. 


The proportion of water employed 


s about one and one-half pints of wa- 
ter to each gallon of kerosene. - If the 
water is not used when the motor ha* 
the usual compression employed for 
rasoline the motor will pre-ignite and 
B very apt to burn out the connecting 
rod bearings. It ie not generally known 
that water may be used to advantage 
with gasoline In about the same pro- 
portion with considerable saving of 
fuel. 


Preserve Car Body. 


For the particular man, one of the 


most trying things is to' have the body 
work of his <car get shabby. The fol- 
lowing mixture makes an 
excellent 


'restorer" for the body work: 
One 


pint of turpentine, one pint of wood al- 
cohol, one quart of distilled or rain 
water, one quart of kerosene oil. Mix 
the alcohol and turpentine .together, 
then mix the water and kerosene oil 
together. In order to defy the old 
adage about oil and water not mix* 
ing, it is necessary to place the kero- 
sene and water in a gallon jar and 
shake briskly until they mix, then add 
the alcohol and turpentine, which 
have been previously 
mixed, 
and 


shake the whole until thoroughly mix- 
ed. The mixture is apt to separate 
after standing, but can always 
be 


brought together again by brisk shak- 
ing. The mixture should be applied 
to the body work with the soft side 
of a flannel cloth and polished with a 
dry one. 


New Auto Safety Device. 


The municipal authorities of Paris 


have under consideration an ordinance 
making it obligatory for all motor cars 
to carry a device by means of which 
passengers in the interior of their car 
may stop it Instantly without the as- 
sistance of the 
chauffeur. 
Such 
a 


measure would prevent accidents sim- 
ilar to that in which the two children 
of Isadora Duncan met their death. 
Another preventable accident o f ) tha 
same kind was caused in Paris a short 
time ago by a chauffeur fainting on hit 
box. The proposed device which the 
technical committee of the prefecture 
of the Seine has before It for consid- 
eration ia said to be easily applied to 
any automobile at a coat of about $10. 


Carelessness of Chauffeur. 


If an automobile is leased for 
a 


pleasure ride, and the chauffeur mere- 
ly obeys the Instruction of the lessee as 
to the route to bo taken, the owner of 
the car Is responsible for any damage 
which might bo caused by the chau* 
feur's negligence. This la the decis- 
ion of the Supreme Court of Wiscon- 
sin, In the case of Gerretson vs. a ga- 
rage company. In which the lessee of 
tho car sued the garage owner for 
damages, because he was injured In 
an accident caused by the carelessness 
of the chauffeur. 
The court held that 


In such a cane tbe driver Is the ser- 
vant of the garage owner, and not of 
the lessee of the car.

On Tuesday, May 19th, the rlateeet for 


prirnay election of State and County can- 
didates for office, there will be 38,075 ba! 
lota used. The county will pay for the 
ballots and will be reimbursed by the 
State for all meneyg expended in con- 
ducting the election for nomination of all 
candidates and 'other offices to be filled 
by the people at large. 


Two different kinds of ballots will be 


used at the primaries. One will be used

Add nutmeg, lemon peel 
grated, and as many raisins as de- 
sired. Mix all together with two cup- 
fuls of warmed milk and add flour 
until the mixture leaves the sides of 
the pan. Let stand over right in a 
warm place and in the ^morning put 
flour on the bread board to dust the 
bottom, place in the pans lightly. Wet 
with milk, dust with sugar and cinna- 
mon and make when light. 


Steamed Brown Bread. — To a cup- 


ful each of sweet and sour milk add 
a half cupful of sugar, a half cupful 
of molasses, two cupfuls of Indian 
meal, two cupfuls of flour, two table- 
spoonfuls of shortening, half a tea- 
spoonful of salt, one egg well beaten; 
mix well and steam three hours, re- 
move the cover,, brush with butter and 
molasses and bake half an hour. 


If any member of your family dis- 


likes the flavor of onion which is ab- 
solutely indispensable in many dishes, 
use Iho boiled onion finely chopped 
for 
flavor. 


Sour Cream Pudding. — To one cup- 


ful of sour cream add a teaspoonful 
of soda, one cupful of floured raisins, 
one tablespoonful of mixed spices, 
one-half cupful" of sugar and just flour 
enough to make a stiff drop batter.

posed worthy cases. They are also em 
powered to appoint an investigator. 


Payment sball be made at the inonthlj 


rate of not more than $12jfor one child in 
a home; $20 for two children ; $26 fo 
three, and $5 for each additional child 
Such payments may continue at tbe wil 
of the trustees but not beyond the time 
the law will allow each child to secure 
employment. 


Tbe commissioners' main reason for de 


laying final action on the matter is the 
'fear that such appropriation might not be 
administered to tbe best Interests of the 
people directly concerned; that some 
families might secure help, theappropria 
tion be exhausted, and then discovery be 
made of more worthy families and no 
funds be on band to give the desired anc 
deserved assistance. It is expected that 
final action on the question will be taken 
during the next few weeks.

City, state and nation had a part In 


the gigantic tribute to the sailor dead. 
Mayor 
Blankenburg, Philadelphia's 


delegation in congress, members of 
councils and other officials rode in mo- 
tor cars and carriages behind the cas- 
kets. 


Sailors and marines from the Phila- 


delphia navy yard, nearly 500 of them, 
were escorts for the bodies, as was 
the entire strength of the First Bri- 
gade of the National Guard. Relatives 
of the dead occupied places of honor 
In the line. And bringing up the rear 
were soldiers of other wars, the Vet- 
erans of Foreign Service and Veterans 
of the Spanish War. 


Two or three older men, who wore 


the blue and the badge of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, also were In 
line, while William Durst, the last sur- 
vivor of the men who fought on the 
Monitor against the Confederate ram 
Merrimac, rode on the driver's seat of 
a carriage. 


In carriages also were borne large 


, and handsome floral decorations, in- 
cluding wreaths from President Wil- 
son, a gigantic American flag from 
the Knights of Columbus and a minia- 
ture battleship ot flowers, the gift of 
the sailors and marines of the reserve 
fleet, now at League Island. 


The parade started from Independ 


ence Hall. The line of march led up 
Fifth street from Walnut to Market 
street, thence to the city hall and then 
north to Berks street, where the mili- 
tary and naval escort formed'in two 
lines to let the caskets, the officials 
and the organizations which followed 
pass through and into Monument cenv 
etery. 


Arrived at Monument cemetery, the 


caskets were placed in motor hearses 
Polnsett's body was taken to Hillside 
cemetery for burial, and the body ot 
Smith was taken to Fernwood ceme 
tery for burial. With 
each went a 


squad of marines to fire a salute over 
the grave and a bugler to blow "Taps," 
the call which, in both the naval and 
military branches of the country's ser- 
vice, means "Lights out." 


But, while the procession was the 


crowning feature of the tribute which 
the city paid to its hero dead, it was 
hardly more impressive than were the 
scenes earlier in the day. Through the

COLLECTION 
IN 


NATIONAL MUSEUM. 


Swords That Were the Property of 


Men Famous In thp History of. thf 


Country Are There on 


Exhibition; 


The sword collection la the United 


States National museum, comprising 
some 180 pieces, proves perhaps of 
greater general Interest than any 
other of the many extensive exhibits. 


It not only covers a long period of 


history, but shows the development of 
the Bword as a weapon and as a badge 
of rank and office. All the specimens 
are not as Vet grouped in one series, 
but form parts of specific and per- 
sonal exhibits. 


One good-sized collection, turned 


over to the museum by the war de- 
partment some years ago, is repre- 
sentative of all branches of the war 
service for the different periods in 
United States htetory, and includes 
also' several foreign naval and mili- 
tary types. By comparison it is seen 
that the types changed all over the 
world every ten or twenty years. ' 


In the ethnological division in the 


new building there is an instructive 
exhibit of swords and cutlery which 
forms part of the George Kennan col- 
lection," and includes Turkish and Ara-. 
bian yataghans, two Russian swords, 
a Scotch dirk, a crusader's sword, and 
a sample of,a two-handed weapon dat- 
ed 1710. In the Mason family collec- 
tion, loaned to the museum by Mrs. 
Julian James, there are several Amer- 
ican swords, bayonets and cutlasses, 
besides many implements from Japan, 
China, Turkey and North Africa. Two 
other notable collections are the de- 
posits of the late Dr. Charles W. Hick- 
man of Augusta, Ga., and Capt. J. R. 
R. Hannay, U. 8. A., which include 
seventy weapons and implements of 
exceptional rarity. 


Among the individual exhibits are 


numerous swords connected with im- 
portant epochs in American history. 
The earliest types are those of the 
Revolutionary war, particularly those 
which were presented by the contK 
nenta! congress to John Hancock and • 
Col. Return Jonathan Meigs; a service 
sword of Gen. Peter Gansevoort, Jr., 
and another engraved "The, Sword of 
Rochambeau;" a cutlass from the 
Bonhomme 
Richard 
presented 
by 


Lieut. James B. Stafford; and several 
swords of the period, the ownership 
of which is not established. 


In connection with the later wars 


there are specimens pertaining to tho 
following American officers: Decatur, 
Shulbrick, Ripley, Gansevoort, Brown, 
McGruder, Morgan, Shields, Paul de 
Peyster, Vincent, Howard, Hancock, 
Custer, Grant, Sherman, Kilpatrick, 
Trenchard, Mason, Wilkes, Schley, 
Phillips, Grant, Capron and Ord.

endtsville are to haw modern electric 
lighting syotems, and neither of the bor- 
oughs have one half the number of inhab- 
itants of New Ozford and yet we arc 
plodding along with the old kerosene sys 
tern, that in little better than no light 
ing at all. New Oxford, admitted by all 
to be one of tbe most beautiful boroughs 
in this entire section of Pennsylvania, to 
be lacking of a proper lighting system is 
tbe wonder of all, strangers as well as tbe 
citizens of neighboring boroughs. Tbe 
only way that New Oxford will get this 
much needed improvement, is for the cit 
izeus to get alive to the fact that energy 
is required. There ia excellent water 
power within a short distance. There are 
also several individual electric lighting 
planto in town, that may be increased in 
power if proper action be taken. Then 
too, there is a milling plant within the 
borough. We need improved lights for 
our beautifully shaded streets, but tbe 
only*way to get them ie by putting forth 
efforts.

milk Is a fact on which physicians 
are agreed- But they differ widely as 
to how the milk shall be made pure. 
Of course the ideal method is to in- 
sure the cleanliness of the dairy 
farms, the health of the cows and the 
sanitary condition of the pails, cans 
and bottles in which' the milk is 
placed. But this is both difficult and 
expensive. 


Many physicians urge the pasteuri- 


zation of the milk, that is. to say, its 
heating to 140 degrees F., and its be- 
ing kept at that temperature for half 
an. hour. Others say that this destroys 
the foo'l value of the milk and it is 
better to run ths risk of septic sore 
throat, tonsilitis, scarlet fever, typhoid 
fever and diphtheria than to drink 
milk that is valueless as food. 
j 


Another .suggestion comes from an | 


eminent English physician, Dr. Walter 
Edmunds of London, who urges that 
cows' milk be discarded in favor of 
goats'. 
Writing to the Lancet, he 


says: 


"Goats practically never have tuber- 


cle, 
therefore their mi!k can be given 


without pasteurizing; further, it can 
be obtained fresh and clean. I once 
caught in a test tube milk from the 
teat of a goat being milked by a, boy; 
the test tube was placed in an incuba- 
tor and remained sterile. Goats ara 
small and cleanly animals, and can be 
kept in health even In the center of a 
large town; their milk is said to be 
better for infants than cows' milk be 
cause the curd is finer." 


The Goat society of England calcu- 


lates that for every 2% cents spent on 
the keep of a goat it returns on* 
quart of milk.

Fish is a food w_hich is easily digest^ 


ed and is good for indoor workers ov 
that account. 


Halibut Steak. — Make a rich sauce 


of tomatoes thickened with flour and 


butter cooked to- 
gether, a chopped 
green pepper and a 
slice of o n i o ir 
cooked to season, 
for 15 minutes. Lay 
the halibut in a lit- 
tle oil and vinegar, 
and let stand for 


an hour. Lay the fish on the rack in 
the roaster, pour the sauce over it, 
cover and bake 12 minutes'. Sift Par- 
mesan cheese over the fish and cook 
five minutes longer. Serve upon a hot 
dish, pouring the sauce over it. 


Sour cucumber pickles cut in bits 


and added to a white sauce is a good 
sauce to serve with fish. 


Curry of Salmon. — Open a can ol 


salmon two hours before using and r& 
move all the bits of bone and skin. 
Fry a minced onion in two tablespoon- 
fuls of olive oTl and then add a table- 
spoonful of flour mixed with a table- 
spoonful of. curry, and when well 
blended a cupful of boiling water. Sea- 
son and stir f»r a moment, then turn 
in the salmon. When hot serve with 
lemon. 


Salmon Loaf. — Flake cold boiled sal- 


mon and moisten with a half cupful 
of cream, the sam'e amount of milk 
and two beaten eggs. Stir in a quar- 
ter of a cupful of fine breadcrumbs, 
the juice of half a lemon, a tablespoon- 
ful of butter, salt and pepper to taste, 
and a spoonful of minced parsley, 
Mix well and turn into a well greased 
pudding dish and bake for three-quar- 
ters of an hour, then turn out on a 
platter. 
Serve with a fine sauce. 


Fish Bisque. — Pick up and free from 


bones, any fish, baked, broiled or 
boiled, pour over it a pint of oyster 
liquor, and butter, pepper and salt, 
and put over the fire, stir in a cup- 
ful of bread crumbs soaked in rnilk, 
simmer for three minutes and serve. 
Bearnaise sauce to serve with fish la 
one well Hiked.
